Mr. leng Sary, who has the title of 
Deputy Prime Minister In charge of for- 
eign affairs lor the insurgents, said Cam- 
bodia should have allowed families to live 
t(»ether rather than separate them into 
work brigades, allowed schools to func- 
tk» normally and not imposed collectlvl- 
zatk» or abolish private property or the 
ol currency. It should also have per- 
mitted freedom of worship, he said.

Mr. leng Sary said that all political 
paries would now be,allowed.,“'We want 
a country governed by a parliamentary 
regime,” he said. ”Wc accept free elec- 
tions under, the supervision of the United 
Nations. If we are, elected, we will carry 
out our program. If not, we will go into 
loyal opposition.” 

Mr. leng Sary continued: “We will 
allow freewm for all religioos and educa- 
tion. Marriages will be free and families 
live together.” 

Economically, • the "Deputy Prime 
Minister said, "we will introduce the pro- 
tection of private property for our dll- 
lens and foreigners who wa.it to invest in 
Cambodia.”
